1. WITH REGARD TO BILATERAL US/PRENCH DISCUSSIONS, EMBASSY 
IS REQUESTED TO ARRANGE POR SEPARATE MEETINGS ON JULY 26 
(A) BETWEEN AMBASSADOR SMITH, NYE AND APPROPRIATE HIGH- 
LEVEL QUAI OFPICIALS TO REVIEW THE PAKISTAN SUPPLY 
SITUATION, AND (B) BETWEEN US AND FRENCH DELEGATIONS TO 
JULY 27 MEETING OP THE SEVEN, TO REVIEW SCENARIO AND SUB- 
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STANCE POR THAT MEETING. 

2. POR JULY 27 MEETING, AMBASSADOR SMITH WILL PARTICIPATE 
AND HEAD US DELEGATION IF CEA DIRECTOR GIRAUD PARTICIPATES. 

DEPUTY DELEGATION HEAD WILL BE JOSEPH NYE, WHO WILL HEAD 
DELEGATION IP GIRAUD DOES NOT PARTICIPATE. OTHER US 
MEMBERS WILL BE CHARLES VAN DOREN, NELSON SIEVERING, AND 
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LOUIS NOSENZO. ONE ADDITIONAL ERDA PARTICIPANT MAY BE 
ADDED. 

3. REQUEST ACCOMMODATION ARRANGEMENTS EOR US DELEGATION 
NIGHTS OF lULY 26 AND 27. TRAVEL DETAILS TO FOLLOW IN 
SEPTELS. 

4. WITH REGARD TO PRESS GUIDANCE, EMBASSY SHOULD 
COORDINATE WITH ERENCH OEFICIALS. WE ASSUME LOW KEY PRESS 
GUIDANCE IS MOST APPROPRIATE, STATING THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OE THE SUMMIT SEVEN COUNTRIES ARE MEETING AS AGREED AT THE 
SUMMIT TO EXAMINE WAYS TO BOTH UTILIZE NUCEEAR POWER AND 
MINIMIZE NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION. 

5. WITH REGARD TO SUBSTANCE, WE ARE CONCERNED OVER CON- 
TINUING INACCURATE UNDERSTANDING OR REELECTION OF US 
NUCLEAR POLICY, EOR EXAMPLE IN PRESENTATIONS BY CEA 
DIRECTOR GIRAUD. IN PARTICULAR, CONTRARY TO CHARACTER- 
IZATION OF US POLICY, WE HAVE NOT MADE A DECISION THAT 
PLUTONIUM WILL NEVER BE USED, AND THAT BREEDERS WILL NOT 
BE DEVELOPED OR EVER COMMERCIALIZED. AS STATED BY JOSEPH 
NYE IN A RECENT PUBLIC SPEECH, QUOTE WE HAVE NOT OPPOSED 
OTHER COUNTRIES' BREEDER PROGRAMS NOR HAVE WE STOPPED OUR 
OWN. ON THE CONTRARY, WE WILL BE SPENDING $483 MILLION 

ON BREEDER RESEARCH NEXT YEAR. WHAT THE PRESIDENT HAS 
OPPOSED IS A RACE EOR EARLY COMMERCIALIZATION BEFORE WE 
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KNOW HOW TO KEEP THE SAME CRITICAL DISTANCE BETWEEN 
PEACEFUL AND MILITARY USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY WITH THE
